Claims : 

A trochoidal core for a bobbin in which a trochoidal 
closed magnetic circuit of metal sheet beuxd made of magnetic 
material is enveloped in its interior, and further on an upper 
portion which a winding wire is arranged, characterized in that 
the bobbin is made of bendable insulating material and capable 
of being made a hollow linear bar-like shape and arranging a 
winding wire on an upper portion thereof in this linear bar-like 
state, while the bobbin is bent from said bar-like state and 
further Ccui be made annular as makes its interior hollow by 
connecting both its ends to each other , and then there is provided 
an insert port in a portion of an outer periphery of an annular 
body, in which said sheet band can be inserted or taken out 
in said insert port. 

Description of Drawings: 

Figs. 1 to 3 show embodiments of the present invention, Fig. 
1 is a perspective view of a bobbin for a trochoidal core as 
made linear bar-like according to the present invention, 
conventional case used in selling of an optical recording disk. 
Fig. 2 is a sectional view of the bobbin being bent and both 
its ends connected with each other , and Fig . 3 is a perspective 
view of Fig. 2. 3 ... an insert port, 7 ... a winding wire, 
9 ... a metal sheet 

1 ... a bobbin for a trochoidal coil, 2 ... a hollow portion, 
band of magnetic material.
